Index of British and Irish Manufacturers to be compiled by the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence. 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence of the Board of Trade is 
compiling an Index or Directory of British and Irish manufacturers which it 
is proposed to forward to Consular Officers, Trade Commissioners, and other 
Correspondents of the Board of Trade abroad, for use in dealing with 
enquiries which they may receive for the supply of British and Irish goods, 
both now and for delivery after the war. A large number of firms have 
already supplied information as to their products to the Department, but 
before transmitting this information abroad it is desired that all manufac- 
turers in the United Kingdom interested in the export trade should have an 
opportunity of applying for the inclusion of their names in this Index. 
The Department is now compiling the sections of the Index dealing with the

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


The following information regarding the trade in crockery and porcelain 
ware in the Straits Settlements and the Federated 
De vg vm Malay States has been received from the Malay States 

* Information Agency in London :— 

There is a considerable import trade in crockery and porcelain ware into 
the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States. The total value of 
imports of these goods into Straits Settlements ports in 1913 was £181,665, 
of which amount the share of China was £56,591, while the share of Germany 
was £30,726, and that of the United Kingdom £19,406. In 1915, out of a 
total of £126,393 worth of imports ot crockery and porcelain ware, imports 
from the United Kingdom were valued at £8,002, while imports from China 
were valued at £41,702. Imports trom Japan increased from £22,431 in 1913 
to £44,571 in 115. 

A portion of these imports is retained in the Straits Settlements, and the 
balance is exported to the Malay States, British North Borneo and the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

While the demand for crockery and porcelain ware to meet the needs of 
the European population is likely to increase in the future, by far the larger 
part of the trade for some time to come will be in the cheaper and coarser 
classes of goods in use amongst the natives. ‘This accounts for the large 
share of the trade falling to China and Japan. 

It is probable that Japan is supplying porcelain latex cups for the rubber 
estates. 

German agents were always keen on developing trade in the cheaper classes 
of crockery avd porcelain ware, and it was due to their activity in this direc- 
tion that Germany had so large a share of the trade in these goods prior to 
the war. 

British manufacturers who intend to develop their trade in the Straits 
Settlements are advised to secure specimens of German wares. 

The trade in earthenware other than crockery is chiefly done by China, the 
goods coming from Hong Kong being most probably Chinese goods tran- 
shipped at that port. In 1913 the total imports of this class of earthenware 
amounted to £42.000, the United Kingdom supplying goods to the value of 
£8,292. The Federated Malay States take about half of the imports under 
this head. (D.C.L. 29,918.)

SAMPLES OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN GOODS. 
Exhibition at the Department of Commercial Intelligence. 


An Exhibition of samples of goods of enemy manufacture, including many 
recent additions, is now being held in the new Sample Rooms of the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence (5th Floor), 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. 2. 

The Exhibition is open to British manufacturers and exporters of 
British goods every week-day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m.; 
Saturdays 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

The samples, which number approximately 3,000, are of considerable 
variety, and are labelled with prices (where available), and the name of the 
country in which the goods are sold. Certain of the samples represent 
quite recent designs from enemy sources, and should be of interest to British 
manufacturers desirous of obtaining information respecting the new styles of 
goods at present being manufactured in enemy countries. 

The markets represented by the samples are as follows :—United Kingdom, 
British India, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Africa (South, East and 
North), Russia, Sweden, Netherlands, Denmark, France, Portugal, Italy, 
United States of America, Central and South America, Siam, China, and 
other Far Eastern markets.

EXHIBITION OF GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN CATALOGUES. 


In order that British manufacturers may have an opportunity of 
familiarising themselves with German and Austrian methods of adver- 
tising, the Board of Trade have collected over 8,000 specimen catalogues 
of German and Austrian origin, and these may be inspected at the British 
Industries Fair Office, 52, Cheapside, London, E.C. 2. 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues are classified 
both as regards articles of manufacture and names of manufacturers, thus 
rendering identification of any particular catalogue a simple matter.

FORTHCOMING EXHIBITION IN VENICE.

Forthcoming Conference. 

The Director of the War Trade Department desires to give notice that the 
next Conference to consider questions affecting the export of wool will be 
held at the War Trade Department, 4, Central Buildings, Westminster, 
London, S.W. 1, on 3rd July at 10.30 a.m., and that admission will be 
exclusively by ticket. 

Applications for tickets to attend the Conference should be made by letter, 
marked * Wool Conference ’ addressed to the Secretary (Wool Sub-Committee) 
War Trade Department, as above, and should be in his possession not later 
than 27th June. Applications can only be considered if made by an Official 
of a Chamber of Commerce, or similar organisation interested, who should 
state the name of the representative authorised to attend on behalf of the 
organisation. 

The Secretary should be notified at an early date of any matters which it 
is desired to bring up for discussion, in order that, if approved, they may be 
added to the agenda.

REMISSION OF MONEY TO GREECE. 


It is officially announced that it is now permissible to remit money from 
the United Kingdom to Greece without the previous authority of the Finance 
Section of the Ministry of Blockade. Certain restrictions with regard to 
financial relations with Greece continue in force and these have been 
communicated to the banks, which alone are affected.

NEW DEFENCE OF THE REALM REGULATIONS. 


An Order-in-Council, dated 13th June, further amends the Regulations 
(called the “ Defence of the Realm Regulations’’) under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety and the defence 
of the Realm. The Order referred to orders, inter ulia, the following amend- 
ments to be made in the Regulations :— 


Power to Vary Terms of Sub-Contracts. 


1. After Regulation 28 the following Regulation shall be inserted :— 
“*28B.— Where the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of Munitions 
have entered into a contract with any person (hereinafter referred to as ‘the 
principal contractor ’) for the supply to them of any goods or services, and 
for the purposes of such contract a sub-contract has after the thirteenth day 
of June, nineteen hundred and seventeen, been made with any other person, 
(whether such sub-contract is made with the principal contractor or any 
sub-contractor), and it appears to the Admiralty or Army Council or the 
Minister of Munitions that the rate of profit earned or to be earned by the 
sub-contractor in respect of the sub-contract is unreasonable or excessive, 
the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of Munitions may (whether 
or not the sub-contract has been completed) issue a certificate to that effect, 
and may by order vary the terms of the sub-contract by the substitution 
therefor of such terms as they may think fair and reasonable, and require 
the sub-contractor— 

‘“(a) to carry out the sub-contract in whole or in part in accordance 

with the terms as so varied; and 
‘‘(b) either in addition thereto or as an alternative therefor to 
adjust the price of any goods already supplied or any services already 
rendered in accordance with the terms so varied, and to account to the 
other party to the sub-contract for any consequential reduction in price: 
Provided that no order made under this Regulation shall affect the price of 
any goods supplied or services rendered under any sub-contract where the 
sub-contract has been completed and the payment has been made more than 

one year before the date of the order. 

“lf any sub-contractor in respect of whom such an order is made fails to 
comply with any of the requirements contained in the order, he shall be 
guilty of an offence against these regulations : 

“ Provided that if the sub-contractor does not agree to the terms fixed by 
the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of Munitions, he may 
require the terms to be determined in the manner and in accordance with the 
principles prescribed by Regulation 28, without prejudice however to his 
obligation in the meantime to comply with the terms of the order. 

“In the event ot the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of 
Munitions exercising the powers conferred upon them by this regulation, 
the price payable by them to the principal contractor under the principal 
contract shall be reduced by such an amount, not exceeding the amount of 
the saving to the principal contractor due to the exercise of such powers, as 
may be determined by the Admiralty or Army Council or the Minister of 
Munitions. 

“'This regulation shall apply where the Admiralty or Army Council or the 
Minister of Munitions have required the occupier of any factory or workshop 
to place at their disposal the whole or any part of the output of the factory 
or workshop as if the occupier had contracted with the Admiralty or Army 
Council or the Minister of Munitions to supply such output or part thereof 
at the price payable therefor as ascertained in accordance with regula- 
tion 7.” 

Control of Canals. 

At the end of Regulation 9H, the following subsection shall be inserted :— 

““(6) The Board of Trade shall have power by order to apply this regula- 
tion to undertakings of carriers by canal in like manner and with the like 
consequences as in the case of canals, and for the purpose of this provision 
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Government Notices affecting Trade.

the expression ‘ carrier by canal’ means a person, not being an owner of a 
canal, who carries on the business of transporting goods by canal, and the 
expression ‘ undertaking’ includes all buildings, barges, machinery and plant 
used by the owner thereof in connection with such business.” 

Registry of British Ships. 

After Regulation 59r, the following Regulation shall be inserted :— 

“39G. An application for the transfer of the registry of a British ship from 
a port of registry in the United Kingdom to a port of registry outside the 
United Kingdom shall not be made without the consent of the Board of 
Trade.” 

Safety Rules for Factories. 

In paragraph (a) of Regulation 35a, for the words “in or upon which any 
ammunition or explosive substance or any highly inflammable substance 
required for the prcduction thereof is manutactured, treated, produced, 
handled, carried, stored or deposited, or where the same may at any time be,”’ 
there shall be substituted the words “ which in their opinion it is necessary 
in the interests of the public safety and the defence of the realm specially to 
safeguard against the risk of fire and other dangers on account of the nature 
of the materials manufactured, treated, produced, handled, carried, stored 
or deposited therein or in the vicinity thereof.” 


Licences required for Sale or Disposal of Farm Horses. 

After Regulation 2s a Regulation 27 is to be inserted to the effect that 
occupiers of agricultural holdings in Great Britain are not to sell or part 
with any horse used, or capable of being used, for tbe cultivation of agricul- 
tural boldings, unless authorised to do so by the Board of Agriculture. 
Power is given to the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for Ireland to prohibit or restrict the exportation of horses from that 
country. 


CENSUS OF STOCKS OF WOOL AND WOOL PRODUCTS. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies, under date 19th June, that the 
Director of Army Contracts is about to take a census of stocks of wool and 
wool products on 30th June, similar to those taken on 31st March, 1917, and 
on two previous occasions. ‘The census schedules are similiar to those 
issued in connection with the previous census, but there are one or two 
additional features. 

The returns are to be made under the following headings :— 

(a) The approximate amounts held against contracts, subdivided into— 
(a 1) approximate quantities held against Government contracts 

direct or indirect ; 
(a 2) approximate quantities held against civil orders and contracts, 
including quantities held against export orders ; 

(6) Quantities still unsold; 

(c) In the case of yarns and textile fabrics, quantities not yet delivered 
to customers, but intended for export in the form in which they are 
now in stock; this amount being part of the quantity returned 
under the heading (a 2). 

A separate heading has been made under textile fabrics for flannels, and 
stocks of particular classes of blankets are asked for in addition. 

The census forms, which are returnable on or before 7th July, are being 
issued early this week to all known holders of stocks, but it should be noted 
that the return is a compulsory one for all holders of stocks of wool and wool 
products exceeding 5,000 lb. in weight, of textile fabrics suitable for clothing 
containing 50 per cent. or more of wool, and of flannel exceeding 10,000 yards 
in length, and of the specified classes of blankets. Any person, therefore, 
liable to make a return who had not received a census schedule by the middle 
of this week should apply for one to the Director of Army Contracts, Room 
563, Caxton House, Tothill Street, S.W. 1.

WOOL (RESTRICTION OF CONSUMPTION) ORDER, 1917. 


Orders dated 5th and 9th June have been made by the Army Council 
amending, in several respects, the Wool (Restriction of Consumption) Order, 
1917. The text of the Order as amended is now as follows, the amendments 
being indicated by italics :-— 

In pursuance of the powers conferred upon them by the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, the Army Council hereby order as follows :— 

1. No person shall, after the llth day of June, 1917, put into manufacture 
im any textile factory any crossbred wool imported or to be imported into the 
United Kingdom or any tops produced or to be produced therefrom other- 
wise than :— 

(a) For the purpose of performing work of national importance, Class 
“ A,” as detined in the Order of the Army Council dated the 14th 
day of April, 1917, or 

(6) For the purpose of performing work certified to be work of national 
importance, Class “B,” by any District Priority Committee 
authorised as hereinafter provided in that behalf by the Director 
of Army Contracts; or 

(c) Under permit issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army 
Contracts. 

2. No person shall, after the 2nd day of July, 1917, put into manufacture 
in any textile factory any wool grown or to be grown on sheep in the United 
Kingdom or any merino wool imported or to be imported into the United 
Kingdom, or any tops produced or to be produced therefrom otherwise 
than :— 

(a) For the purpose of performing work of national importance, Class 
“ A,’ as defined in the Order of the Army Council dated the 14th 
day of April, 1917; or 

(b) For the purpose of performing work certified to be work of national 
importance, Class ‘“B,” by any District Priority Committee authorised 
as hereinafter provided in that behalf by the Director of Army Con- 
tracts; or 

(c) Under permit issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army 
Contracts. 

3. For the purposes of this Order the Director of Army Contracts may 
authorise any District Priority Committee to require any particulars as to 
the business of any person engaged in the sale or manufacture of woollen or 
worsted goods; and to issue certificates and permits on his behalf. 

4, In any textile factory the business carried on in which consists wholly or 
partly in the production or manufacture of woollen or worsted goods, or of 
goods composed wholly or partly of mohair, alpaca, cashmere or camel hair, the 
weekly hours of work on weaving shall, except under permit issued by or on 
behalf of the Director of Army Contracts, be reduced after the 30th day of 
May, 1917, to a figure 20 per cent. less than the average weekly hours of 
work on weaving in such factory during the month of March, 1917, provided 
that where such average amounted to 553 hours or more, the weekly hours of 
work on weaving as aforesaid shall be reduced to 45 hours. 

5. In any textile factory the business carried on in which consists wholly 
or partly in the spinning of worsted, mohair, alpaca, cashmere or camel hair 
yarn, the weekly hours of work on spinning shall, except under permit issued 
by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts, be reduced after the 
13th day of June, 1917, to a figure 20 per cent. less than the average weekly 
hours of work on spinning in such factory during the month of March, 1917, 
provided that where such average amounted to 55} hours, the weekly hours 
of work on spinning as aforesaid shall be reduced to 45 hours. 

6. In any textile factory the business carried on in which consists wholly 
or partly in the spinning of any other yarn whereof wool is a constituent 
part, the weekiy hours of work on spinning shall, except under permit issued 
by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts, be reduced after the 
30th day of May, 1917, to a figure 15 per cent. less than the average weekly 
hours of work on spinning in such factory during the month of March, 1917. 

7. In any textile factory the business carried on in which consists wholly 
or partly in the production or manufacture of hosiery, no person shall, 
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Woo. (RESTRICTION OF CONSUMPTION) ORDER, 1917—continued. 


except, under permit issued by or on behalf of the Director of Army Con- 
tracts, put into manufacture for other than direct Government orders in any 
week after the 30th day of May, 1917, a quantity of yarn, whereof wool, 
mohair, alpaca, cashmere or camel hair form a constituent part, exceeding a 
quantity 30 per cent. less than the average quantity consumed weekly in 
such factory for other than dvrect Government orders during the months of 
January, February, and March, 1917, such quantity to be estimated in pounds 
weight. 

8. This Order may be cited as the Wool (Restriction of Comsumption) 
Order, 1917.

RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN TOPS. 


The Secretary of the War Office notifies that the Army Council have made 
two Orders, as follows, relative to dealings in tops. 


The first Order, which is dated 12th June, amends the Army Council Order 
of 27th April, which should now be read as follows, the amendment being 
indicated by italics :— 

1. No person shall without a permit issued by or on behalf of the Director 
of Army Contracts, invoice or deliver any crossbred tops after the date of 
this Order whether in pursuance of any contract entered into prior to the 
date hereof or otherwise. 

. Possession is hereby taken of all crossbred tops existing on the date 
Be eof and not already invoiced or delivered to spinners; and notice is 
hereby given that the Army Council intend to take possession of all cross- 
bred tops that may hereafter be produced. 

3. For the purposes of this Order crossbred tops shall be deemed to include 
any tops wholly or partly produced from wool grown or to be grown on sheep 
in Great Britain and Ireland and all qualities of tops described as 58’s and 
below in accordance with the custom of the Bradford Conditioning House. 


The second Order, which is date@ 14th June,amends the Army Council 
Order of 9th May, which is now to the effect that, (1) after the latter date, no 
person shall sell or offer to sell any East Indian, Egyptian, Persian and other 
foreign wools in stock in the United Kingdom, except under permit issued 
by or on behalt of the Director of Army Contracts; (2) possession is taken 
of all stocks of Australian, New Zealand, South African and South American 
crossbred and merino wool excepting any wool of the description aforesaid 
held by users for the purposes of manutacture by the holder; (3) the Order 
of the Army Council dated 27th April, 1917 (see above), shall continue in 
force until further notice, For the purposes of the said Order tops invoiced 
or paid for on or before 27th April shall be deemed to have been delivered on 
or before the said date; and (4) no person shall after 9th May sell or 
offer to sell any tops except under permit issued by or on behalf of the 
Director of Army Contracts, or at prices other than those set out in the 
Schedule hereto annexed or at such other prices as may be determined in 
any particular case by or on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts.

REGULATIONS AS TO SHIP’S STORES. 


The following regulations as to ship’s stores have been drawn up by the 
Board of Trade in consultation with the Foreign Office and the Admiralty :— 


I.—Supply of Ship’s Stores. 

The supply of provisions, ship’s equipment, deck and engine stores, and 
other articles to neutral ships at United Kingdom ports is now governed by 
the following regulations. 

The quantities allowed to be shipped will depend upon the character and 
length of the vessel’s voyage, due regard being had to the fact that delays 
to shipping and suiling directions have made voyages considerably longer 
than in peace. 

The quantities allowed will also depend on the quantities already on board 
the vessel, including all private provisions and stores carried by master, 
officers and men. The expression “ voyage” may meun “voyage to next 
port ’ or “round voyage”; the meaning of the expression is made clear in 
the following paragraphs. ‘lhe expression “ ship’s stores” includes not only 
provisions but ship’s equipment, deck and engine stores, and all other 
articles required on a ship’s voyage. 

As regards ship’s provisions, the ration per man per day on which the 
calculation of quantities allowed will be based will usually be less than, and 
will in no case exceed, the ration in the British Seaman’s statutory scale, or 
such lesser scale as may be in force. In no case will any item in the ration 
be supplied in excess of the statutory scale or any lesser scale that may take 
its place. Supplies of provisions to neutral ships detained, or lying idle, in 
United Kingdom ports, will be on a smaller scale than supplies to vessels 
trading to and from the United Kingdom. 

Neutral vessels for purposes of the supply of ship’s stores will be divided 
into two classes: (a) vessels arriving in or sailing from United Kingdom or 
European Allied ports and loading or discharging cargo in British or 
European Allied ports ; and (bd) calling vessels. 


(a) Vessels I'rading to and from United Kingdom and European 
Allied Ports. 


These vessels may be allowed stores for the round voyage— 

(i.) Where they are on time charter to a British or Allied firm. 

(ii.) Where they are carrying cargo trom United Kingdom to an Allied port 
and directly or indirectly returning to United Kingdom. 

(iii.) Where they are proceeding from United Kingdom to any destination 
other than Norway, Sweden, Denmark or Holland, and returning to United 
Kingdom or an Allied port. 

N.B.—The application of this rule to cases i., il. and iii. will be modified 
when such vessels are proceeding to America or to any other country where 
stores are relatively plentiful. In such cases single voyage stores only will 
be supplied. 

(iv.) Where they are proceeding to Norway, Denmark, Sweden or Holland, 
strict single voyage stores will be allowed, due regard being had to possible 
delays. 

(b) Calling Vessels. 

(i.) Where vessels from over-seas call in the United Kingdom or at 
Kxamination Stations abroud en route for Norway, Sweden, Denmark or 
Holland, the strictest minimum required to carry vessels to their next port 
of call only may be allowed (regard being had to delays). 

(ii.) Where vessels cal] in the United Kingdom en route outward bound 
they must take their stores in their own country. This rule will be put into 
force on and after the 15th July, 1917. 


II.—Removal of Ship’s Stores. 


Large quantities of ship’s stores have been found on board neutral vessels 
calling at, or diverted to, the United Kingdom or elsewhere, amounting to an 
evasion of the Blockade regulations. 

In the case of vessels calling at the United Kingdom, Halifax, or Sierra 
Leone, or other Examination Station inward bound to Norway, Sweden, 
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Government Notices affecting Trade. 





REGULATIONS AS TO SHIPS STORES—continued. 


Denmark or Holland, the quantities of ship’s stores on board will be examined, 
private provisions and stores carried by master, officers, and men being taken 
into account. A liberal allowance will be made for the length of the voyage 
to Norway, Sweden, Denmark or Holland, as the case may be, and, as regards 
provisions, the ration per man per day will be calculated on the British 
Seamen's statutory scale, or such lesser scale, as may be in force. Any 
surplus over and above the total so arrived at will be required to be 
discharged and placed in the Prize Courts. 


These regulations will, in general, govern the action of Officers dealing 
with the question of ship’s stores for, or on, neutral ships calling at, or 
trading to and from, the United Kingdom or elsewhere, in similar 
circumstances. 


CHARTERING OF BRITISH VESSELS FOR POST-WAR USE. 


It has come to the knowledge of the Ministry of Shipping that arrange- 
ments are being entered into in certain cases for the charter of British vessels 
for use after the war. The Ministry accordingly think it desirable to warn 
ali concerned that they can have no assurance that national requirements ~ 
will admit of effect being given to such arrangements when the time comes. — 








DYES DEPARTMENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


In order to promote the further development of the dye-making industry 
in the United Kingdom, the President of the Board of Trade has decided to 
establish a special temporary Department of the Board of Trade to deal with 
matters relating to the encouragement, organisation, and, so far as necessary, 
the regulation of that industry. The Department will be under the direction 
of Sir Evan Jones, Bart., M.I.C.E., who has placed his services at the 
disposal of the President, and who will have the official title of Commissioner 
for Dyes. The Commissioner will act in close consultation with the various 
dye-making and dye-using interests concerned.

ECONOMY OF GLASS BOTTLES, JARS, Etc. 


In view oi the great scarcity of glass bottles, jars, etc., the Board of Trade 
desire to draw the attention of the public to the desirability of not destroying 
any glass receptacles when emptied of their contents, but of returning them 
to the trade through bottle dealers or otherwise for use again. 

In this connection it is to be noted that arrangements have been made by 
the Confectionery and Preserved Food Manufacturers’ Federation for the 
purchase for cash by meat-preserving firms of glasses issued by them, 
provided that they are in a usable condition. It is suggested that second- 
hand bottle dealers, having collected a quantity of such glasses, whether from 
private houses or shops, to the weight of not less than one ton, should com- 
municate with the Secretary to the Federation, 9, Queen Street Place, 
I.ondon, E.C. 4, with a view to their purchase through the Federation's 
collecting agency. 

Glasses so collected will, of course, be thoroughly cleansed before being 
used again, but in view of the importance of avoiding any danger to public 
health users should, wherever possible, wash any glasses in their possession 
before returning them.

The letter and number of the car should be entered on the licence form 
before it is surrendered. When the licence has been included in schedule

RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF WHEAT STRAW. 


With reference to the Army Council Order of 9th May (see p. 346 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 17th May) relative to the use of straw, it is 
notified by the Secretary of the War Office that the Army Council wish it 
to be understood that the prohibition of the use of wheat straw for litter 
will be withdrawn on 11th October. 

Any farmer in the meantime who is in any special difficulty can apply to 
the District Purchasing Officer of Supplies for a licence to use straw as 
litter or for any other purpose, and such licence will not be unreasonably 


withheld. 





ROAD STONE QUARRIES OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Minister of Munitions has made an Order, dated 14th May, to 
the effect that, notwithstanding his Order of 9th May taking possession 
of road stone quarries in the United Kingdom (see p. 345 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 17th May), Regulation 966 of the ‘‘ Defence of the 
Realm Regulations’ shall not be applied to any road stone quarry situated 
outside England and Wales, or to any road stone quarry wherever situated 
producing only gravel and flint used as road stone; and that the applica- 
tion of the Regulation shall be postponed until ldth July. 





REDISTRIBUTION OF COAL AVAILABLE FOR STEAM 
BOILER PURPOSES. 


The Controller of Coal Mines recently circulated a large number of forms 
asking for information regarding coal used by stewm boiler owners 
throughout the country. 

Many of these have not yet been returned, and firms who have received 
such forms are therefore requested to forward the particulars asked for to 
the Controller at once. Otherwise it may not be possible for their require- 
ments to receive consideration in connection with a scheme which is being 
prepared to enable a suitable supply to be maintained for all concerned.

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PRICES OF SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. 


The Food Production Department of the Board of Agriculture desire to 
draw the attention of manure mixers, agricultural merchants, co-operative 
societies and farmers to the advantages to be obtained from ordering sul- 
phate of ammonia at once. 

Prices have been arranged with the manufacturers for the season ending 
31st May, 1915, in such a way as to give an advantage of £1 per ton to those 
who purchase before the end of September. 

Dealers and others having good dry sturage accommodation should take 
advantage ot this offer. 

(1) The terms and conditions which will be applicable to the sale of 
sulphate of ammonia, 243 per cent. basis, in makers’ single bags, net cash 
delivered to consumer's station in any part of the United Kingdom, in 
quantities of not less than two tons, are :— 

For orders placed with makers for delivery during the following periods :— 

(a) lst June, 1917—30th September, 1917, £15 7s. 6d. per ton. 

For this first period orders for 60 tons and upwards are to be 
placed by the 20th June for delivery in Great Britain, and by the 
10th July for delivery in [reland. Delivery in Great Britain must be 
in four equal monthly quantities, and in Ireland in three equal 
monthly quantities. Smaller quantities must be ordered before the 
15th September. 

(6) Ist October, 1917—31st December, 1917, £15 15s. per ton. 

Kor this second period orders for 60 tons and upwards must be 
placed by the 10th September for delivery in three equal monthly 
quantities either for Great Britain or Ireland. Smaller quantities must 
be ordered by the 10th of each month for delivery during that month. 

(c) Ist January, 1918—3slst May, 1918, £16 7s. 6d. per ton. 

For this third period all orders, large and small, must be given 
by the 10th of each month for delivery during that month. 

The foregoing prices are subject to a discount for cash of 10s. per ton to 
manure mixers, agricultural merchants and dealers and co-operative 
societies. 

(2) Quantities of less than 2 tons will be supplied at the above rates, 
provided they form part of a bulked order of not less than 2 tons, so as to 
facilitate railway transport and avoid the wasteful use of trucks.

Where makers require purchasers to provide their 
own bags the actual cost of bags at the time of delivery shall be allowed.

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NOTIFICATIONS RESPECTING FOOD SUPPLIES. 
Poultry Management and Feeding. 


The President of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries has appointed an 
Advisory Committee to consider and report upon technical questions of 
poultry management and feeding, both in general and in detail, and on 
general questions of the organisation of the poultry industry, with a view to 
securing that the readjustment of the industry to war conditions shall be 
made in the most approved manner. ‘lhe question whether the Board’s 
scheme for distributing sittings of eggs should be continued for the season 
1917-18 or not is also referred to the Committee.

Place, S.W. 1, is Secretary to the Committee. 


Cured Fish. 


The Cured Fish Committee appointed by the Food Controller have given 
very careful consideration to the whole question of existing stocks of pickled 
herrings, and to the curing of herrings during the coming season. ‘They 
were charged with the responsibility of seeing that an adequate reserve of 
pickled herrings is kept in the country, so as to provide against the contin- 
gency of a shortage of food supplies in the future, and, further, that every 
possible inducement was offered to fishermen to prosecute the summer 
fisheries with the utmest vigour. It was evident that the fishermen would 
be hindered unless the curers were prepared to purchase surplus fish for 
pickling, and it was therefore necessary to encourage curers to open their 
stations at the fishing ports and at the same time to exercise such control as 
would prevent undue competition on the part of curers with those engaged 
in the fresh and kippering trade. Arrangements have accordingly been 
made to release a part of the stocks in hand for export, and at the same time 
to provide for the disposal of herrings subsequently cured. 

The Committee believe, as a result of the arrangements made, that an 
adequate reserve of the best herrings will remain in the country, and fisher- 
men and curers will be placed in a position to continue their business of 
maintaining the fish supplies of the country so far as existing circumstances 


permit. 
Seed Wheat of the 1917 Crop. 


The Food Production Department of the Board of Agriculture notify that, 
in view of the importance oi providing seed wheat for next year’s harvest, 
the Government propose to acquire pure stocks of certain of the less plentiful 
varieties of autumn wheats. Crops in adequate quantity found after inspec- 
tion to be suitable for seed will be purchased at a substantial premium above 
the milling price. Farmers with pure crops of not less than 20 acres of the 
followirg varieties, viz: Wilhelmina, Victor, Little Joss, and Browick, are 
requested to communicate at once with the Director General, Food Pro- 
duction Department, 72, Victoria Street, London, 8.W. I. 

Details are not at present desired of other more plentiful varieties of which 
it is expected adequate supplies will be available. 

In writing to the Department the correspondent should state his name and 
address, the variety of wheat, the area sown and the location of the crop.

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BRITISH TRADE CORPORATION. 


Form of Declaration. 


The Form of Declaration in regard to the Charter which the British Trade 
Corporation is prepared to give under its Seal has been issued as a Parlia- 
mentary Paper,* and is set out in full below :— 

“To His Mayjesty’s Attorney-General for the time being on behalf of 
His Majesty. 

“The British Trade Corporation hereby declares that it has sought and 
accepted the Charter on the footing that according to the true intent and 
meaning of the Charter the following are provisions thereof, namely: 

“ That the fundamental object for which the Charter has been granted is 
the giving of financial assistance to British traders and manufacturers, 
especially in connection with overseas trade; and that the Corporation is 
under an obligation to give full effect to such object, and will be accessible 
to the business public for the purpose of consultation and otherwise: that 
the Corporation is not intended to be, nor will it operate, as a competing 
contractor, merchant or trader, and that its enterprises shall be directed to 
the furtherance of its aforesaid fundamental object: that the powers and 
privileges given to the Corporation by the Charter are intended to be and 
are the machinery by which the Corporation will effectuate its said funda- 
mental object, and will be exercised for the purpose, as a means of, and with 
& view to the carrying out or furtherance of the same, or so as to enable the 
Corporation to deal with situations arising by reason or in consequence of 
such carrying out or furtherance, and that nothing in the Charter has the 
effect of conferring any exclusive privilege on the Corporation as regards 
access to Government information or of placing it in any preferential position 
as regards the representation of British trade or finance, or of conferring 
upon it the right of acting as Agent of the Government except upon appoint- 
ment in each case, or of excluding the Government from selecting other 
agents in cases in which they sce reason for so doing.” 


The following copy of an extract from the minutes passed at Board of the 
Corporation on Sth June, 1917, is appended to the Form of Declaration :— 

‘“* Resolved—That clause 185 of the Deed of Settlement shall not be acted 
upon until it shall first have been confirmed by a majority of the votes of 
shareholders in General Meeting, convened subsequently to the first issue of 
capital to the public.”

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ AND BUSINESS LICENCES 
IN ARGENTINA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 166 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 26th April, relative to trading licences in Argentina, in which it was stated, 
inter alia, that by a recent Law (No. 10,218) the annual charge made for 
licences granted to representatives of foreign firms and commercial 
travellers operating in the capital of the Republic and in the National 
Territories was fixed at from 500 pesos currency (£43 18s.) to 5,000 pesos 
(£436 10s.), according to the volume of business done, it is notified that 
H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires has reported, under date 4th June, that 
he is informed by the Argentine Government that this Law does not fix the 
basis for the graduation of fees, but that in general a minimum of 500 pesos 
will be applied, being increased “in proportion for categories found to be 
commercially superior.”’ (D.C.1. 18,682.)

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LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN MAY. 


According to the June issue of the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette, ’* 
nearly all the principal industries were fully employed in May, and in many 
cases the depleted staffs were working at great pressure with much overtime. 

Employment in coal mining was very good, except in Fifeshire, where it 
was slack, and in Northumberland, Durham and West Scotland, where it 
was fairly good. It continued very good at iron and shale mines, and good 
at tin and lead mines. At quarries employment was fairly good. 

In the pig-iron inaustry employment continued good, and showed a slight 
improvement on a month ago; at iron and steel works it continued very 
good. The engineering and shipbuilding trades were very busy, and much 
overtime was worked. The steel-sheet trade showed no improvement, and 
there was a further reduction in the number of tinplate mills in operation, 
owing to the restricted supply of steel bars. Employment continued good 
in most of the other metal trades, and much overtime was worked by brass 
and sheet-metal workers. 

In the cotton trade employment continued good in the spinning depart- 
ment and fair in the weaving section. In the woollen and worsted trades 
employment was very brisk. In the linen industry employment continued 
good in Scotland; in Lreland it showed little change, and short time was still 
reported in the Belfast district. Hmployment was very good in the hosiery 
trade, good in the jute, bleaching, calico printing, and dyeing trades, and 
fairly good in the silk and carpet industries. In the lace trade it was very 
good in the plain net branch, fair in the curtain branch, and bad in the 
levers section. 

In the leather trades employment was good, and great activity continued 
in the boot and shoe trade. In tailoring employment was good; in the 
mantle, costume, blouse and corset trades it was fairly good; and in the 
shirt and collar trade it was fair. Employment with silk hatters continued 
bad; with felt hatters it showed little change. 

Men remaining in the brick and building trades were generally well em- 
ployed, though private building work (except repairs) remained slack ; cement 
workers continued busy. In coachbuilding employment continued good; 
in millsawing, in the furnishing trades generally, and with coopers it was 
fairly good. The miscellaneous woodworking trades were well employed. 
In the paper, printing and bookbinding trades employment continued good ; 
in the glass trades it was good generally. In the pottery trades also em- 
ployment was good, but short time was still worked by makers of tiles and 
sanitary ware in some cases. Hmployment in the food preparation trades 
continued good generally ; in the sugar confectionery branch, however, it was 
only fair and short time was worked. 

Agricultural operations in England and Wales were helped by the favour- 
able weather of the latter half of the month, and the deficiency of male 
labour was neutralised to some extent by the employment of women workers 
and the temporary assistance rendered by soldiers ; in Scotland the weather 
was favourable, but a shortage of labour was reported from most districts. 
With dock labourers employment was moderate on the whole; with fishermen 
it was fairly good. ‘he supply of seamen and firemen for mercantile ships 
was about equal to the demand.

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PRICE MAINTENANCE COMBINATION IN CANADA. 


Judgment of the Kingston (Ontario) Court. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field), has 
forwarded, under date 1lth May, copy of a judgment delivered in the 
Kingston (Ontario) Court in an action to recover damages for breach of 
contract. 

The plaintiff claimed for non-fulfilment of a contract placed for 15,000 kegs 
of nails. Of this quantity 2,581 kegs had been delivered, and, although request 
was made, the defendant refused to make further deliveries, and finally can- 
celled the contract on the ground that the plaintiff had disposed of the nails 
at a price lower than that fixed by the price maintenance combination of 
manufacturers of which defendant was a member, which he maintained was 
of the essence of the contract. 

The plaintiff admitted that he had made sales at rates under the combina- 
tion’s re-selling prices, but claimed a right to do so. It was held by Mr. 
Justice Chute that the correspondence between the parties showed that the 
contract was subject to the price maintenance provision, which was the ground 
of defence, and that, if the contract were valid, the plaintiff's action would fail. 
But, added the Judge, the contract was, in his opinion, a breach of sub- 
sections (6) and (d) of Section 498 of the Criminal Code of Canada, as the 
limitation provided by the Association agreement included all Canada and 
fixed the prices of the manufacturers, the wholesalers and the jobbers to 
retailers, and must therefore unduly restrain or injure trade. 

The judgment given was that both the claim and the counter-claim for 
recovery of 1,000 dols. (the penalty for selling below the rate fixed in the 
price maintenance provision of the contract) were dismissed, and no order 
made as to costs; but should the case be taken to another court, and the 
plaintiff become entitled to recover, damages were assessed for breach of the 
contract at the rate of 1 dol. per keg for the number specified in addition 
to the quantity delivered.

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE WITH CANADA AND 
NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Visit of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In accordance with the practice that has been established for H.M. Trade 
Commissioners in the British Self-Governing Dominions to visit the United 
Kingdom officially from time to time, so that manufacturers and merchants 
may have the opportunity of consulting them on any matters connected with 
their business, or of obtaining information as to the possibilities of extending 
their trade, H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada and Newfoundland (Mr. C. 
Hamilton Wickes) is now in this country, and has already interviewed a 
number of firms at the Offices of the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
of the Board of Trade, and at the Chambers of Commerce in Bristol, Cardiff, 
Wolverhampton, Walsall, Stoke, Manchester, Liverpoo!, Dublin, Belfast.

Mr. Hamilton Wickes is continuing his tour to those trade and industrial 
centres in the Provinces which have been decided upon as most advantageous 
to visit in view of the applications that have been received from firms in or 
near those centres and from Chambers of Commerce. He will be in 
attendance at the Leicester Chamber of Commerce up to the end of this 
week, and afterwards will attend at the Chambers of Commerce at Coventry 
and Birmingham, at which latter place his tour will end. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF SWEDISH-CANADIAN COMMERCIAL 
RELATIONS. 


“he Imperial Trade Correspondent at 'l'oronto (Mr. F. W. Field) reports 
that a “ Swedish Association of Canada’ (Svenska Forbundet i Canada) has 
been established, with offices in Montreal, for the purpose of bringing Swedish 
nationals in Canada into closer communication with each other tor mutual 
benefit, and for furthering intercourse between Canada and Sweden. It is 
anticipated that for the present the activities of the Association will be 
largely confined to preparations for closer relations after the war. 

Among the objects of the Association are: the dissemination in Canada of 
information regarding Swedish intellectual life and customs, and vice versa; 
a speedier and more extensive exchange of news between the Canadian and 
Swedish press; the furthering of commercial intercourse between the two 
countries, not only through the old channels but also by taking full advantage 
of the opportunity which may offer itself at the end of the war for Sweden to 
replace Germany in furnishing Canada with many lines of specialties needed 
in the Dominion; and, on the other hand, the facilitation of the export of 
Canadian foodstuffs and raw materials, such as cereals, minerals, etc., to 
Europe; and, eventually, the establishment of direct overseas connections 
between Canadian and Swedish ports. 

While the latter project, it is thought by the promotors of the Association, 
may perhaps not materialise for some years, it is considered feasible that 
ships that now only touch American ports may be induced to make Montreal 
or Halifax ports of call, and thus eliminate the considerable delay of tran- 
shipment in European and American ports that has been a handicap to the 
extension of Swedish-Canadian commercial relations. (D.C.L. 27,735.) 





PROHIBITION OF SALE OF STRONG LIQUORS AND 
SPIRITUOUS SUBSTANCES IN RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commereial Attaché in Petrograd (Mr. H. Cooke) has forwarded a 
translation of a Decree, dated 20th March / 2nd April, and published in the 
official ‘“‘ Bulletin of Laws” (Petrograd) of 15th/28th April, modifying and 
supplementing existing laws and regulations regarding the sale of strong 
liquors in Russia. 

This Decree prohibits everywhere in Russia the sale of strong liquors 
and of spirituous substances not appertaining to liquors, from whatever 
materials and by whatever methods these liquors and substances are 
prepared. ‘ Strong liquors” are defined as such as contain over 1} per 
cent. (degrees Tralles), of spirit of wine, and spirit of wine is further 
defined as ethyl alcohol not subjected to denaturalisation. “ Spirituous sub- 
stances not appertaining to liquors” are defined as wood alcohol, amylic 
alcohol and other spirits and solutions of the same of any strength, except 
spirit of wine and its solutions. Provision is made for the sale, under regu- 
lations and at certain specified places, of strong liquors and of spirituous 
substances not appertaining to liquors, for technical, medical, pharmaceutical, 
chemical, educational, and similar purposes, unconnected with consumption 
as drinks. By exception, the Decree permits of the sale in viticultural 
localities of natural grape wines, made from grapes grown in Russia, of a 
strength not exceeding 12 per cent. (degrees Tralles). ‘The sale of these 
wines in other than viticultural localities is permitted only in towns. ‘his 
latter authorisation will not have force, however, until the lapse of one year 
from the day of ratification of the treaty of peace.

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EXTENSION OF MORATORIUM IN RUSSIA. 
Bills of Exchange. 


H.M. Embassy in Petrograd reports that Moratoria have been established 
in Russia in respect of bills of exchange executed before 17th/30th July, 
1914, when the place of payment or execution of the bills is in any of the 
following Governments :—Warsaw, Kalisz, Kielce, Lomza, Lublin, Piotrkow, 
Plock, Radom, Suwalki, and Kholm. The Moratoria are established for 
varying periods, as set out below, from the dates when such bills of 
exchange fall due.

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STATE ASSISTANCE TO SPANISH INDUSTRIES. 


H.M. Embassy in Madrid has forwarded, under date 20th May, a transla- 
tion of a Royal Decree, dated 12th May, and published in the “ Gaceta de 
Madrid” of 16th May, which provides, inter alia, for the re-organisation of 
the Commission for the Protection of National Production, and the co- 
ordination of its activities. 

The Commission is now to be composed of forty members, eighteen of whom 
will be elected to represent various commercial, industrial, and agricultural 
chambers and associations. ‘The remaining twenty-two members will be 
appointed by various Government Departments, of whom ten, nominated by 
the Minister of Finance, will represent the general interests of production 
and economics in the different districts of the country, and will be selected 
from among manufacturers, merchants, shipowners, mine-owners, agricul- 
turists, economists, or persons with special local qualifications. 

The Commission will report to the Council of Ministers concerning any 
cases of the non-observance ot the Law of Protection of National Production, 
and also on any suggested variations in the list published annually of goods 
required for the service of the State or for public works, in the supply of 
which foreign competition is admitted. ‘The Commission will also carry 
out the provisions of the Law relating to National Shipbuilding and Supplies 
for the Navy which deal with sea communications and the encouragement of 
national industries connected with shipping. ‘hey will carry out the 
functions assigned to it in connection with the Laws for Assisting New 
Industries and Developing of Existing Industries, and will submit to the 
Government proposals for the extension of the industry, production, and 
economic interests of the country. (D.U.1. 28,195.) 





IMPORTS OF METALS, MACHINERY, ETC. INTO 
CHINA IN 1915. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Canton (Mr. R. S. Pratt) has prepared 
the appended table in order to show the distribution among the various 
ports of China of the imports into that country during 1915 of metals and 
metal manufactures, machinery, machinery accessories, and certain other 
articles which would be dealt with in the machinery department of a firm of 
importers in China. The figures are expressed in Haikwan taels* and are 
extracted and summarised from the analysis of foreign imports for 1915, 
published by the Chinese Maritime Customs. 

The outstanding feature of the table, says Mr. Pratt, is the relative 
unimportance of the machinery and metal market in South China, and, conse- 
quently, the scope for developing trade which this region offers to British 
manufacturers. The total for southern ports, however, necessarily excludes 
the value of articles actually consumed in the Colony of Hong Kong itself. 
Practically the whole of the imports for South China are imported via Hong 
Kong, and the figures given might, with but slight inaccuracy, be regarded 
as exports from Hong Kong, but as that Colony does not compile trade 
returns, it is impossible to arrive at an estimate of its consumption by 
deducting exports from Hong Kong to other ports in China from imports 
into Hong Kong from foreign countries. 

The classification of ports adopted by the Chinese Maritime Customs has 
been followed.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of copy of a 
Bill “to provide revenue to detray war expenses, and 

War Revenue Bill. for other purposes,” as passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the 23rd May. 


This measure provides, inter alia, for an additional duty on distilled spirits 
produced in, or imported into the United States, at the rate of 1 dollar 
10 cents on each proof gallon, or wine gallon when below proof. Provision 
is also made for additional duties on beer and wines, and for a tax on 
prepared syrups or extracts (intended for use in the production of bever- 
ages), artificial mineral waters, ginger ale, etc., carbonated waters or 
beverages, natural mineral waters or table waters, and carbonic acid gas 
intended for use in the production of beverages, sold in the United States 
by the manufacturers, bottlers or importers thereof. 


The Bill contains clauses relating to a war tax on cigars, tobacco and 
manufactures thereof, and cigarette paper, whether produced in the United 
States or imported ; and an additional tax on playing cards. 


Under the heading “ war tax on manufactures,’ the Bill imposes a tax on 
certain classes of goods generally, at the rate of 5 per cent. of the price at 
which they are sold by the manufacturer or importer. The goods affected 
are: motor vehicles and automobiles, motor cycle and cycle tyres; musical 
instruments ; moving picture films; jewellery; pleasure boats; articles for 
use in sports and games; perfumes and articles for toilet use; and patent 
and proprietary medicines, and chewing gum. 


An additional Customs duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem on goods which are 
dutiable under the United States Tariff Act, and a duty of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem on goods which are free of duty under that Act, are provided for by 
the Bill. Certain goods are, however, exempted from this special duty, the 
more important of these being: gold and silver bullion; coins; printing 
paper now admitted tree of duty; ores of the platinum metals, platinum, and 
platinum wares for chemical use; nitrate of soda; mechanical ground wood 
pulp, chemical wood pulp and rag pulp; coal, coke, coal briquettes, etc.; 
and manures. 


The Board of Trade understand that the Bill is under consideration by the 
Senate Committee on Finance, and that numerous amendments are proposed 
by that Committee. Among these amendments is one proposing to prohibit 
the importation into the United States of all distilled spirits made from 
grain, cereals, or other edible products, such as molasses. In connection 
with this, it is proposed to impose a prohibitive tax on the use of grain, 
molasses, etc., used’ for the manufacture of distilled spirits in the United 
States. These proposals, and the other amendments contemplated by the 
Senate Committee, are liable to modification or rejection as the result of 
consideration of the measure by the Senate, and further consideration of the 
Senate Bill by the House of Representatives. 


Further particulars will be published in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
as soon as the Board of Trade receive copies of the Act as finally approved.

8 
‘ . of 1917) which was assented to on the 30th April, 
Ordinance Regulating 1917, and which is to come into operation on such 


pi een — date as the Governor may direct by notice in the 
43 ‘“* Gazette.” 
Ammunition. The Ordinance regulates the importation, manu- 


facture, storage, and disposal of arms and ammunition in the Colony and 
Protectorate of Nigeria, and repeals the Firearms Ordinance, the Firearms 
Manufacture and Conversion Ordinance, 1908, and the Firearms and Ammu- 
nition Proclamation. 

It is provided inter alia in the present Ordinance that all arms and 
ammunition imported into Nigeria by sea shall be deposited at the cost, risk, 
and peril of the person importing the same in such public warehouse as the 
Governor appoints, provided that the Governor may, by licence, permit any 
person named in such licence to deposit flint-lock guns with unrifled barrels 
and common gunpowder, known as “trade powder,” direct into any private 
warehouse mentioned in such licence. 

The introduction of arms and ammunition by land or river from neigh- 
bouring countries is prohibited except upon special licence granted by the 
Governor. 

No arms or ammunition may be withdrawn from a warehouse except 
under an order granted by the prescribed officer. 

It is also provided in the Ordinance that the Governor shall by notice in 
the “‘ Gazette”’ fix a date before which all persons in the possession of “ air 
guns” at the commencement of this Ordinance shall produce the same for 
registration and shall obtain a licence to bear the same. 

Licences are necessary for bearing arms of precision, a separate licence 
for each arm, such licences to remain in operation until the 3lst December 
of the year in which granted. (C. 10,291.)

(2) A fine will be levied on the consignee in Brazil only in cases where any 
discrepancy that may be discovered between the declaration contained in the 
Consular Invoice and the actual contents of packages is such that a greater 
amount of duty is leviable on the goods than would have been levied had 
the Consular Invoice Declaration been accepted by the Customs without 
question ; 4 

(3) All packages must be numbered, 7f possible in consecutive order; in no 
case may the same number be used more than once in numbering packages 
included in one and the same consignment (the Budget Law required con- 
secutive numbering of packages).

Oficial” of the 30th April, laying down regulations for the application of the 
above-mentioned Law by defining the different products falling under the 
paragraphs in the Valuation Tariff relating to petroleum and petroleum 


products. 


The Decree provides as follows :— 
Article 1.—Under No. 45 of the Valuation Tariff shall be classified :—Crude 


petroleum of any origin, destined to be refined, which has not been treated in 
any way with the intention of purifying it or modifying its composition, except 
in so far as may be necessary merely to separate the water or solid extraneous 
substances which it may contain. The Custom houses shall require for products 
of this kind legalised documentary proof of their place of origin, specifying the 
region or district from which they have been extracted; this data must 
accompany the samples remitted to the National Chemical Office for analysis. 

Article 2.—As kerosene, under No. 194, shall be classified any refined product 
of petroleum, the density of which is between 0°780 and 0°830 at 15 deg. C., 
which distils at least 90 per cent. of its volume (by the Engler method) at between 
150 deg. and 300 deg. C., and has a minimum flash point of 40 deg. C. in the 
Abel apparatus. 

Article 3.—Under the denomination of mineral oils in No. 2,791 shall be 
included those mineral oils which have been clarified or refined, the density of 
which at 15 deg. C. is over 0°850; which, when submitted to distillation by the 
Engler method up to 300 deg. C., do not yield more than 10 per cent. of products. 
which have a flash point (with the Penski-Martens apparatus) of over 150 deg. C, 
and a greater viscosity than 3 deg. Engler at 20 deg. C. 

Article 4.—Under No. 3,183 shall be classified essences of petroleum, gaso- 
lines, naphthas and benzines, as well as petroleum products not falling under 
other categories. Under this heading shall also be classified benzines made from 
coal tar or of other origin, consisting chiefly of benzol, which distil less than 
95 per cent. of their volume between 80 deg. C. and 81 deg. C.; when 95 per 
cent. or more of their volume distils at between 80 deg. C. and 81 deg. C. they 
shall be considered as *‘ rectified benzine,’’ coming under Taritf No. 2,890, 

Article 5.—Under No. 3,270 shall be classified :— 

(a) Crude petroleum for fuel, with a minimum density of 0°900 at 
15 deg. C. 

(b) Unrefined residues resulting from the distillation of petroleum. 

(c) Unrefined and unclarified gas oils. 

The products mentioned in (6) and (c) must distil less than 20 per cent. of 
their volume up to 300 deg. C., and if the distillation is greater the density of the 
distilled liquid must be greater than 0°830 at 15 deg. C. 

Article 6.—Under the synonymous denominations of ‘liquid vaseline,”’ 
‘ naraftin oils” or “vaseline oils’’ shall be included under No. 3,326 mineral 
oils which are perfectly pure, limpid, colourless, inodorous and without fluor- 
escence, having a density of from 0°840 to 0°890 inclusive at 15 deg. C., and the 
distillation of which commences at 360 deg. C. Tbe same products, when they 
are not completely colourless and purified, and which commence to distil at 
300 deg. C., shall be considered as “ impure paraffin oils’”’ under No. 2,779. 

Article 7.—By “ paraffin” (No. 3,215) and by “vaseline” (Nos. 3,325 and 
3,327) shall be understood the physically homogeneous products, whether 
colourless or not, solid or semi-solid, which are derived from petroleum, from 
ozokerite, or from schist oils. 

Article 8.—Mixtures of the above-mentioned products with others of a 
different kind shall pay a duty of 25 per cent. on their declared values* in 
accordance with the provisions of Articles 12 and 15 of the Customs Law. 

Article 9.—All shipments of petroleum, derivatives and similar products 
must be analysed by the National Chemical Offices, and the Custom houses 
cannot accept the clearance documents unless they are accompanied by the 
proper certificate of analysis. 

Article 10.—Samples of the said products shall be taken in the manner 
laid down by the Decree of 4th July, 1914, and the fees for certificates of 
analysis shal] be in accordance with the Tariff laid down by Law No. 9,645. 

Article 11.—The Resolution of 6th August, 1915 (which exempted such 
mineral oils as are not included in Tariff No. 2,791 from the requirement as to 
analysis) is hereby rescinded. (C. 10,083.)

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reports that new railway con- 
, struction proceeded apace in the Caucasus in 1916. 
Railway Developments ‘1. ‘Tabriz-Julfa railway, with its branch from 
; Sofian to Sherefkhani on Lake Urumiah, was 

completed and opened to traffic about the middle of the year. The Shahtahti- 
Maku-Bayazet, or Alashkert railway, was also working as far as Bayazet 
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RUSSIA—continued. 


before the close of the year; this line is now being extended southwards in 
the direction of Lake Van. ‘The Batoum-Trebizond railway was begun 
about August, 1916, and by the end of the year work on several sections of 
the railway was reported to be advancing favourably. The Baku-Julfa or 
Araxes valley railway progressed fairly rapidly and much work in connection 
with earthworks and bridging was completed. Progress was also made 
during the year with the work on the Novo-Senaki-Soukhoum section of the 
Black Sea coast railway which is to join the Tuapse-Armavir line at Tuapse. 

Projected Railways.—The question of the construction of an electric rail- 
way over the main Caucasian chain, Vladikavkaz-Tiflis, received much 
attention both at Petrograd and at Tiflis. It was tentatively decided to build 
the line at the close of the war. 

Another scheme which was constantly before the authorities both at the 
Russian capital and in the Caucasus was the construction of a railway from 
Batoum through Artvin and Kars to Julfa. [It was definitely decided to place 
this work in hand immediately after the war. 

Considerable optimism exists in regard to the effect which the railways 
mentioned will have on the trade of Batoum when the schemes referred to 
have been carried out. It is expected on very justifiable grounds that 
when the projected railways are completed, Batoum will become one of the 
most important ports on the Black Sea. 

The Batoum-Kars railway will much facilitate the despatch of oversea 
goods to Northern Persia, and will tap a country rich in mineral wealth 
and agricultural products. The Trebizond-Batoum line will greatly assist to 
develop the district between the two points mentioned, which contains vast 
copper and other ore deposits, and where oranges, lemons, and a large variety 
of fruit, besides other agricultural products, grow in great abundance. The 
Black Sea coast line will also help to bring large quantities of merchandise 
to and from Batoum in transit for other parts of Russia. 

The importance of the existing Baku-Batoum line is already well known. 
Batoum is used as a sort ot entrepot for all oversea merchandise 
intended for consumption in the Trans-Caucasus, the Trans-Caspian district, 
Russian Central Asia and North-East Persia. Considerable quantities of 
agricultural and animal products are sent to Batoum from these regions, 
and are shipped thence for Russian, Mediterranean, United Kingdom and 
Continental ports. (D.C.1. 22,589.)

The Acting British Consul at Colon (Mr. J. R. Murray) has forwarded a copy 
— , of a Circular (No. 679-2), issued by the Panama Canal 
— ee Administration, under date 2\st April, wherein it is 
* stated that in the case of vessels discharging cargo at 
Cristobal or Balboa, even when part of the cargo is consigned to the 
Republic of Panama, it is not necessary to produce a “ sobordo”’ or manifest, 
either in whole or in part, certified by a Panamanian Consul at the port of 
shipment. ‘I'wo copies of the manifest in respect of cargo landed at the 
ports named must, however, be produced to the boarding officer representing 
the Canal Zone Customs Service. One of these copies is transmitted to the 
authorities of the Republic for their information. These copies may be 
certified by a United States Consular Official or by a United States Customs 
official, who are the only persons authorised to make such certification.

Tawel “ail 

Pacific Steamship ship COMPRES, viz., the Netherlands hoyal Mal 

Tien Line and the Rotterdam Lloyd have combined to run 

a semi-monthly passenger and cargo service from 

Batavia to San Francisco, with Singapore, Hong Kong, Nagasaki, Yokohama 

and Honolulu as ports of call. The vessels to be employed, which number 

eight, are large ocean-going steamers, most of which have hitherto been 

running between Batavia and Rotterdam, vid Suez, and they will make the 
trip from Yokohama to San Francisco in about seventeen days. 

H.M. Commercial Attaché adds that he learns from the agent of the line in 
Yokohama that for some time at least there is little likelibood of cargo being 
accepted from Japan to go across the Pacific, as all available space will have 
been booked in Java and Singapore. ‘The rate from Japan to Java will be 
22 yen per ton. Cargo from Yokohama has hitherto been transhipped at 
Kobé, and thus costs 3 yen more (or 25 yen in all) per ton than cargo from 
Kobé. The rate by the Japanese subsidised lines is about 14 yen per ton.

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


AUSTRALIA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) has forwarded, 
. under date 4th April, a copy of a Bulletin (No. 21), 
be tage og Bane — published by the Home and Territories Department, 
Territory Melbourne, containing a report by the Government 
: Director of Mines on the wolfram deposits at Hatches 

Creek, in the Northern Territory of Australia. 

The mines are situated about 580 miles 8.S.E. from Darwin, about 350 
miles west of the present terminus of the Duchess-Sulliman Creek Railway 
in Queensland, and about 700 miles N.N.E. from Oodnadatta, the present 
terminus of the Northern railway from Adelaide. 

It is stated that the reefs are numerous, well defined, with considerable 
persistency in size along the line of outcrop, and with the introduction of 
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AUSTRALIA—continued. 


capital and]better transport facilities the field is destined to become an 
important producer in the future. Without the introduction of capital for 
the development of the mines and the erection of crushing and concen- 
trating machinery, there is likely to be a diminishing production, as all the 
easily-worked wolfram near the surface has been obtained. 

Although a great number of the reefs carry payable ore if worked on a 
large scale, together with suitable crushing machinery, they will not pay 
with the primitive methods now in use. From present appearances there are, 
on the other hand, 1 number of reefs which will prove highly payable for 
some considerable time to come. 

The above-mentioned Bulletin, which is illustrated and contains a sketch 
plan of the deposits, may be consulted by British firms interested at the 
Department of Commercial Intelligence, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. 2.

According to the official Argentine trade returns for the year 1916, the 
number of motor cars imported into the Republic in 
~— ~~ that year was 9,929, valued at £455,044, as compared 
‘ with 5,115 cars, valued at £1,076,521, imported in the 

pre-war year 1913. 

Commenting upon these figures the “ Review of the River Plate’ (Buenos 
Aires) of 20th April states that the use of small cheap motor cars in Argen- 
tina has lately become increasingly popular, particularly in rural districts, on 
establishments, large and small, remote from railway stations and district 
market centres. 

[t will be noticed on comparing the figures given above that the values of 
the motor cars imported have decreased considerably, the average value of 
each car, according to the Customs valuation, in 1916 being about £77, while 
the average in 1915 was about £211. The cars now being imported are of a 
much less luxurious and costly type, and are practically all of American 
manufacture. A reference to the Argentine and United States returns 
shows that while out of the number of cars imported in 1913, 1,296 were 
imported from the United States and the remainder from European 
countries, in 1916 the United States sent 5,105 cars to Argentina, valued 
for export purposes in the United States at an average of £110 each.

According to the company’s statement, the output of copper ore in Japan 
in 1916 amounted to 111,562 tons, as compared with 83,017 tons in 1915 and 
78,700 tons in 1914, while exports amounted to 57,402 tons in 1916, as against 
56,528 tons in 1915 and 43,305 tons in 1914. 

Russia now buys most of Japan’s copper ore, her purchases amounting to 
60 per cent. of the total exports. The United Kingdom takes 20 per cent., 
while France, the United States and India share the balance, but their deal- 
ings are not large. 

The consumption of copp2r ore in Japan has increased considerably during 
the last three years, the consumption in 1916 amounting to 59,690 tons, as 
compared with 27,723 tons in 1916 and 32,045 tons in 1914.

The Imperial Household also decided 
to donate 1,000,000 yen to the undertaking. The proposed laboratory is to be 
an incorporated public institution, withan endowment extending to 5,000,000 
yen, to be contributed by the public. 

The Jaboratory will be completed in ten years’ time, and it is intended that 
researches in connection with electrical and electro-chemical industries, 
chemical products, and various other products, industries and processes will 
be carried on. It will also at the request of the public or individual clients 
make special research on particular questions. 

A meeting was held recently by the promoters of the scheme in the Tokio 
Chamber of Commerce, at which the articles of association were drawn up 
and the funds for the laboratory increased to 2,900,000 yen, exclusive of the

NATIONAL INSURANCE (UNEMPLOYMENT) ACTS, 1911 TO 1916 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) 
Regulations, the Minister of Labour hereby gives Notice of the following 
decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2315X. Workmen engaged in the distillation of petroleum spirit. 


2316X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture of metal domestic mincing 
machines, food choppers, etc. 


2317X. Workmen engaged in the repair of metal scales. 


23138X. Workmen engaged in the manufacture and assembling of metal 
parts of electrical water heaters. 


2320. Workmen who are employed in establishments which are mainly 
carrying on any insured trade or munitions work, and who are engaged in 
the maintenance and repair of railway lines. (Application 495). 

This decision reverses decision B 1419 (* Board of Trade Journal ” of 
the 5th February, 1914). In accordance with sec. 5 (2) of the National 
Insurance (Part II. Amendment) Act, 1914, contributions in respect of 
workmen covered by this decision but previously excludea in virtue 
of decision B 1419, are payable as from the 21st June, 1917. 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 


2319. Workmen employed by railway companies— 
In connection with the mechanical engineering establishments— 
|. Employed in works or in yards or stores immediately connected 
therewith ; 

(a) Persons not employed wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour such as chain examiners and testers, chemists, 
boiler and engine inspectors, material checkers, stores- 
men, watchmen, tire station attendants ; 

(6) Telephone attendants, gas makers and stokers (for general 
illumination of works, houses, carriages, stations, etc.), 
pumpers filling locomotives, saddlers repairing harness, 
loco-engine drivers, shunters, platelayers, messroom 
attendants. 
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2. Other employees— 

Electric linesmen and wiremen (maintenance of telephone lines 
and apparatus at railway stations, etc.), locomotive engine 
drivers, enginemen, crane drivers, excavators, paviors, 
labourers, and others employed in connection with uninsured 
trades, water fitters keeping in order pumps about the 
railway system. 

In connection with carriage and wagon works— 
1. Employed in works or in yards or stores immediately connected 
therewith : 

(a) Persons not employed wholly or mainly by way of manual 
labour, spring testers, storekeepers, timber selectors and 
markers, weighmen. 

(6) Caners making portable chairs, hair carders, horse drivers 
shunting carriages and wagons in use, carriage washers, 
laundresses, sheet makers. 

2. Other employees— 

Enginemen, labourers and water fitters employed in connection 

with uninsured trades. 
In connection with workshops at which steam and other vessels are repaired— 
Labourers connected with loading and unloading or other uninsured 
trades, ferrymen, sailmakers, and storesmen and watchmen not 
engaged wholly or mainly in manual labour. 
Employees engaged in dredging harbours or entrances to harbours, in 
connection with docks, or in the engineering department of canals ; 

All men engaged in maintenance and repairs of works (ewcluding 
repairs ot buildings, machinery, vehicles, or ships, and the 
manutacture of metal goods for the purpose of repair of works 
or sawmilling and machine woodwork). 


Note.—Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contributions are 
payable under the National Insurance (Part [I.) (Munition Workers) Act, 
1916, are indicated by the letter X at the end of the number, e.g., 1554X. 
Contributions under these decisions are payable as from the 4th September, 
1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has been 
decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not admitting of reason- 
able doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise nm. question of 
general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a previous 
decision, are not published. 
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
